DAVID AND GOUATH. 

LESSON TEXT- 1 Bamoel JtiHL - 
OOliDCN TEXT--H God be it* us. who 
is agalBst n*t— Bom, IS* R. V. 

For forty days (*. IS). Goliath defied 
Saul's army, encamped near.. Bethle- 
hem, Three of the son* of Jesse were 
In Saul'B army and to them David la 
bed t with food (vr. 13, IS, 19). These 
brother* scornfully reproached David 
when be expressed a willingness to 
fight Goliath, accusing him of yride and 
reminding him that hewaaMts shep- 
herd <vv. 2S-29). David's words are, 
carried to Saul and he 1* introduced to 
the king. 

I. Boastful Pride, w. SM4. Fear 
and dismay wereuarouaed at the very 
light of thla proud Philistine (ir. 11, 
21, 321, yet such fear waa foreign to 
David, for hit eye* were not upon 
but upon Qod (v. ST). Bo related to 
Saul his exploits not a* boasting but 
a* giving blm ssanranos that God waa 
able to deliver 
thla Philistine. Saul, who had ones 

been a man of like simple faith. Is now 
as much In fear aa any Of his army. 
David wa* perhaps about twenty year* 
of age and verse GS call* him a "strip- 
tine," hence it was that Saul's armor 
would not fit blm (cf. 10; 23) 
ly speaking, It waa an impossible thing 
David offered to accomplish alngle- 
banded. Even Soul (v. 33) sought to 
dissuade David, bnt David waa not 
trusting In man nor depending upon 
the armor of the king (v. 14; Ps. 37:1- 
S; Isb. 12:2; Rom. 8:11). David took 
hi* familiar staff and sling (aee 1 
These, 6:2*) and aallled forth, vatrong 
In the Lord, not in himself; armed not 
with steel but with faith." Crossing 
"the valley" (v. 40 marg.) h* prepared 
his sling, with which every Israelite 
waa skilled (see I Sam. 13; 1M». On 
came the giant a man about nine feet 
tall (v. 4). "a stalking mountain, over; 
laid with brass and Iron," preceded by 
bis protector (v. 41), Why such a sol- 
dier after hia period of triumph should 
desire this added safety Is not Quite 

clear, it luggeete, howovor, the aln 
ner's timidity which reveal* hia esaan- 
tial weakness In that he trusts him- 
self, takes no chances, and la evan-aus- 
plcloua of his own supporters. What 
a contrast! This armored giant and 
this ruddy-faced, unarmed youth, car- 
rying only the ataff.wherevrlts.Iie wa* 
wont to fight wild beasts, and bis 
aling! When Cod call* a man be use* 
th*t weapon -vim which the man 1* 
moat familiar, and when the church or 
ths Christian aoldlar seeks to fight In 

the armor of another, or by nilng the 
weapons of the world.

nlralr-E of Mexico, except that of friend 
and advisor. 

"At every torn of affairs there. 
morever, and upon every report- of 
persecution, it has advised sad waned 
those who exercise authority of the 
fatal effect any disregard for the lives 
or rights of those who represented 
religion, or any attack upon liberty 
or conscience or of worship, would 
bave upon the opinion at the people 
of the United States and of the world." 

The secretary of state forwarded to 
Father Keltey a copy of the message 
transmitted to Villa and Csrrenta. 
warning them that public opinion de- 
manded certain standards of conduc 
In the treatment of foreigners.
